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ADRIFT IN SHANGHAI, 


By CHARLES HERON. 


I was eighteen years of age, and had 
served some two years at sea, when I ran 
eway from my ship in a South African port. 
The independence and liberty thus gained 
did not stand me in good stead, and after a 
fortnight spent in wandering about, I 
shipped before the mast in a schooner bound 
to the eastward. I soon found I had jumped 
“out of the frying-pan into the fire,” and 
shortly after arriving at Singapore, having 
nothing to loss, I effected my escape from 
this little “hell afloat,” and stowed away 
on board a large steamer laying alongside 
the wharf and about to sail. On getting to 
se. I discovered that she was bound up the 
coast of China, her destination being 
Shanghai. Steamboat sailors are a class of 
men quite distinct from sailing ship sailors, 
and acertain amount of jealousy arose against 
me, as, although a stowaway, I was put toa 
better class of work than the steamboat’s 
crew. My part was taken by one of the 
quartermasters, who hailed from the same 
locality as myself, and who had on that 
account taken an interest in me. In 
Shanghai he happened to meet an 
old shipmate, a petty officer on board 
HM. Corvetta Charybdis, then stationed 
there, and I was kindly invited to witness 
a theatrical entertainment given by some 
members of the crew, at the conclusion of 
whish we went ashore, and as it was getting 
late, remained for the night at an hotel in 
French town. We were a trifle late on 
board our own ship the next morning, and 
in consequence of a few words with the chief 
mate on the subject, I was told to “ walk 
ashore.” I took the officer at his word, and 
in spite of warnings from some of the crew 
that I should soon be ‘“ beach combing,” 
left the ship and found myself adrift in 
Shanghai. At the time there were nearly 
one hundred British seamen ashore, and 
unable to obtain a ship, or work of any 
kind, and the Consul was compelling every 
vessel leaving for home to take two or three 
men in order to rid the place of them. 
After a little consideration I started straight 
for the hotel where I had slept, and told 
mine host ‘‘ how things were.” He advised 
me to “keep my pecker up,” and then 
assuming an air of thoughtfulness, added, 
“ Young fellow, I think I can get you a job 
in the course of a day or so, in the mean- 
while you can help in the bar. To 
morrow and next day the crew of the 
Charybdis will be ashore on liberty, and 
trade will be a bit brisk.” The next day I 
was busy and no mistake, drawing corks, 





serving out grog of all descriptions, wash- 
ing glasses, and performing as weil as could 
be expected of an amateur, the functions of 
bar-tender. The position was novel 
certainly, but when I reflected on what it 
meant as a regular thing, and the novelty 
had worn off, I felt truly that I was out of 
my element. There were the jolly tars, 
shouting, yelling, singing, swearing, 
smoking, and “standing” round after 
round of liquor, it was a scene of life ne’er 
to be forgotten, and a scene of mirth and 
good humour, save for an occasional mis- 
understanding. I felt very anxious as to 
what was coming next, when the third day 
arrived. The liberty days were spent, the 
rollicking tars had departed, and busines 
had settled dowa to its normal state. It 
was about 4 pm and the quoadam bar- 
tender was standing at the door, sleeves 
rolled up, indulging in the consolation of 
tobacco smoking and meditating over things 
in general, when a pony chaise driven by a 
gaunt, sallow-looking min drew up. “Is 
the boss at home?” he inquired; on my 
replying in the affirmative, he alighted, 
walked into the bar and ordered “lemon 
and bitters.” I went in search of the 
“boss” who was just arousing himself from 
an afternoon siesta. The two men were 
engaged some time in conversation, and after 
a bit they cast an occasional glance in my 
direction, the stranger evidently taking 
stock of me. Presently the landlord beckoned 
me over to where they were sitting, and 
introduced me thus to his visitor, “ ‘This is 
the youngster, Mr. Killem; youngster, this 
is Mr. Ki lem of the firm of Kilem & Sellem, 
European Butchers,” then leaving us, he 
added, “perhaps you can mike some 
arrangement to the advantage of both of 
you.” Then the butcher commenced, 
‘Well, to business. The boss has just told 
me how you are situated, and that you'd 
be glad. of a job, and ain’t particular, 
much, what it is. Now, I want someone 
that can write and cipher, just to keep my 
books a bit straight and make himself 
generally useful.” I eagerly reptied that I 
felt myself eligible for the post, and should 
be pleased if he would give me a trial, and, 
although I had never been wiih a butcher 
before, I would do my bast. ‘“ Well, then, 
you shall have a trial. All I promise is 
plenty of good grub, and a p'aze to sleep 
in, and for the rest, we'll see what you are 
worth.” This settled matters. I was bid- 
d-n, and as readily obeyed the order, to 
get into the chaise. Flick went the whip, 
away went the smart little pony, and iu 
about a quarter of an hour we were at the 


premises of Messrs. Killem & Sellem, 
butchers. 
The premises were situated on the 


outskirts of English towa, facing the 
Nanking-road, where the Mab-loo (better 
known to travellers as the Bubbling Well- 
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rcad) commences. I was ushered into a room 
at the rear of the shop, which I afterwards 
found was used as dining and living-room ; 
the only attempt at furniture was a rough 
table, a couple of forms, and a chair or so, 
and a staircase led up from it to the upper 
floor. Here I was requested to wait. I sat 
down on one of the forms, with my elbows 
on the table, my head soon rested on my 
arms, and ere long I was deep in a brown 
study. 

I had not studied very long, however, 
wher I was abruptly aroused by something 
striking me on the head, and on starting up 
perceived that the missile was a book, and 
on closer inspection, a Bible. I looked about 
me, but saw no one. “Possibly some 
child having a game.at my expense,” thought 
1. I rearranged myself on the form .and 
recommenced my cogitations, when, lo! they 
were cut short by another Bible. 1 made 
search again, and could see no sign of any- 
one about, and while considering what to 
do, was struck on the head by another book, 
which proved to be ‘a prayer-book, and 
which evidently came from the direction of 
the staircase. This was more than frail 


human nature could ‘endure. “Some 
ractical joker up the stairs, I'll go for 
im if he’s twice my size,” flashed 


through my mind, and “bounding up 
the first few steps I was arrested 
by a chattering screeching monkey who 
showed a remarkably fine set of tecth, and 
would doubtlessly have embedded them in 
some portion of my anatomy had he not 
taken the full scope of his tether. Of course, 
I deemed discretion to be the better part 
of valour, and retired down the stairs, and 
Jacko, finding he could not reach me, 
sprang up again, and proceeded straightway 
to bembard me with Bibles, Prayer-books, 
and Sankey’s Songs and Solos. I should 
say that at least thirty shots were fired 
before his ammunition was exhausted.. I 
gathered the volumes together, and when 
Mr. Killem reappeared ‘he was very much 
amured at Jacko'’s reception of me, and 
explained that the room abive having been 
used some time since for refigious meetings, 
the books had been left there, and were 
arranged on a shelf within reach of the 
monkey, who must have deemed ‘that they 
would have a soothing effect on the feelings 
ef g young fellow in. my embarrassed cir- 
camatances.

denomination, and received board and 
shelter in lieu of wages.

CORK UNITED TRADES 
ASSOCIATION. 


THE SHIPPING STRIKE IN CORK. 


The weekly meeting of the Cork Council of the 
United Trades Association was held Nov. 27. Mr. 
J. H. Jolley, hon. treasurer, presided, and the fol- 
lowing trades were represented—bakers, carpenters, 
coopers, bootmakers, painters, Cork shipwrights, 
Cork cabinet-makers, Seamen’s Union, Dockers’ 
Union, typographical, boot rivetters, farriers, 
brewery workmen. 

Mr. M‘Keown, organiser Dockers’ Union of the 
United Kingdom, was alsv present. 

Mr. Austin, secretary Seamen’s Union, in the 
course of his a’dress said that efforts had been 
made, not alone to misconstrue, but to distort the 
action of the leaders of that strike and of the men. 
He thought it necessary that something should go 
forth from that meeting to show that the position 
they occupied was one of maintaining and pre- 
serving the rights of organisation. (Applause.) 
At the inception of this strike it had been his lot 
to advise the men, although, in doing so, he had 
produced discontent among them, but he had given 
that advice with the object of averting a strike, 
and the consequences’ that would be attendant on 
it to the traders of the community. (Hear, hear.) 
He tried to coerce the men into his opinion, and, 
in doing so, had almost made himself obnoxious to 
them in order to get over this important season of 
the year in the. hope that, in the meantime, the 
City of Oork Steam Packet Company might come 
to their senses, and see that the “organisation of 
the men was not formed for aggressive purposes, 
but to preserve

and also see that the rights of employers were not 
encroached upon. All these things had been taken 
into consideration before the ‘men resorted to that 
weapon—he would say that dangerous weapon—a 
strike; and voluntarily from .themselves, and 
without any exterior interference, they had struck 
work. .No attention had been piid to theic demands, 
and they consequently struck work without notice, 
and now the citszens of Cork,came naturally down 
on them rather heavily for not giving that notice. 
But he would ca'l.a'tention to the fact that three 
weeks previous to the commencement of the strike 
it had been pointed out to the manager and the 
stevedore of the Packet Company that if matters 
proceeded as they were then going on it would 
ultimately come to a strike, and in rather emphatic 
terms the local president of the Dock Labourers’ 
Society had mentioned to the manager of the 
Steam Packet Company that unless their grievances 
were looked into it would end in a strike. The 
answer was that they (the Steam Packet Company), 
no matter what the result would be, would employ 
‘whom they liked, The actions of the company on 
that and subsequent cecasions proved that they 
were in no way guided by wisdom or prudence 
but by 
A DESIRE TO CRUSH 


the men. But he thought the time had gone by 
when working men could look on quietly at such 
eonduct, no matter what dispensers of justice 
were bronght in. He thought there was sufficient 
Trades Unionism-in this city to speak out, and he 
believed they would still retain: the right to put 
forth. any programme they thought proper. He 
thought when working m2n combined deter- 
minedly and were guided :by common sense they. 
could achieve what they looked for. He- need 
.scarcely refer to the character of the: men who 
~had taken the place of those who were now on 
strike—hear, hear—and he would say that it was 
not creditable to Major Lyons to say that he 
would rather see the Steam Packet Comrpany’s 
premises burned down than dismiss such men, 
He thought there was an obvious dvty imposed 
on the shareholders of the concern, no matter on 
how siaall an amount of money they had invested 
in it, and it was their duty to give the citizens of 
Cork some account of the position the company had 





taken up for the past fortnight, The advisers of 





oa 
the men had made every effort on their Part to 
bring the struggle to a termination, but the 
moment they had made a concession that very 
moment the company created an obstacle of 
another character, and the company only wanted t 
make the men’s representatives the catspaws of 
crushing down the men, and would, if they had 
succeeded, afterwards pvuint out that they were tha 
means of bringing the men 

INTO SUBJCCTION, 

Bat as long as the Seamen's, Firemen’s and Doskors’ 
Unions existed no one connected with them would 
be found to consent to anything that would brip 
the men into dezradatioa. (Hear, hear.) ‘The 
Company might ‘point out that there” was no 
hostility shown by Unionists to the non-Unionists 
but that was caused by the care taken by the 
organisation of the men that no excuse should be 
given for anything of the kind being provoked by 
their enemies ; the men were even ordered not to 
go in the vicinity of the ships at all. ‘There wer 
men, too, on board the ships unfit for service— 
some, in fact, that were continually druck, In the 
action taken by the company there was an 
utter want of that natural connection that 
should exist between employers and employs, 
He, therefe e, thought that the press and certain 
people in the city should not have heaped on the 
men and their advocates the unfriendly. criticism 
that they had given expression to during the past 
week. (Hear, hear.) 

Mr. M’Keown said he was one of those whom 
Cecil Roche had referred to as. one of a foreign 
clique. The want of foundation for that remark 
was only eqnalléd by its audacity, coming, as it 
did, from one of the blind tools of the foreign 
marauders who had kept their country ina state 
of bondage and tyranny. (fear, hear) It had 
also been stated that the members of that “foreign 
clique” bai nt ver given a moment’s consieeration 
to the fact that the men were bound by contract 
to give ce:tain notices of their intention to leave 
their employments, or to advise them to give notice, 
bot had alowed them to put themselves within 
the reach of the law. He-shculd, however, poia: 
out that he had come to Cork a fortnight and Mr. 
M'Ghee a week after the strike had commenced, 
He should not, however, be taken as apologising for 
anything be had done, cr to blame the men for 
any action the men had taken, but said it in order 
tom ke them understand thoroughly the position 
with regard to the men and those who were spoken 
of as the foreign clique. He accused the Company 
of being

for the present condition of affuwirs (hear, hear) 
The Union which he represented had their roles 
recognised by Act of Parliament, They had the 
right to combine. They insisted on that right be- 
cause they knew that without combination it was 
impossib'e to get jastice. They did not go to the 
length of saying that they would not work with 
non-Union men, What they wanted was that mea 
who had spent their lifetime in the employment of 
the company, and had become members of the 
Union he represented, should be employed in the 
first instance, because they knew from experience 
that the dick labourers’ employers and their under- 
lings had made it a point, whenever they saw 
strangers coming near the works, to give thema 
few days’ work so as to keep them hanging about 
in order to have them before the eyes of their em- 
ployés, so as to prevent them asking for a redustion 
of hours or increased pay. The Union found the 
on'y protection against that sort of thing was 
insist on their members being emp'oyed in the first 
instance. and if the supply was insufficient, nod- 
Union men couli then be employed. That was 
not saying they would not work with non-Union 
men. What he had just said demonstrated the 
usefulness of their organisation, and the employers 
had been 
SYSTEMATICALLY ROBBING 


the workmen because they had no organisation in 
the past (hear, hear). The men and their leaders 
had considered the interests of the pudlica little 
more than they got credit for; but at the same ume 
they were not anxious to obtain cre iit for anything 
they had done, and had not acted with that object. 
As long as they had not done anything that their 
conscience reproached them for, they did not mind. 
Mr. Aus'in had, in the begirning, done all he could

he employed those men for a considerable time, 
that they finally came to the conclusion that they 
might as well be walking the streets altogether 
to be partially employed by the company;

taken the wise course of giving the necessary notice 


in every instance before leaving work so as not to 
pring themselves under the tender mercies of men 
like Cecil Roche. (Hisses.) He would have been 
Jad had they done this, and he had sanctioned 
the letter ‘that: had appeared in the p2pers last 
week, written by Mr. Blake. He had given his 
approval of it to save the men who had been tried 
that day week from going to prison, and that the 
men who are at present undergoing imprisonment 
might be released. Consequently they had gone 
to a. far greater extent in meeting the company 
than they would under ordinary circumstances, or 
than they were prepared to go now, or would be 
repared to go in the future. (Hear.) The company 
thought that the men were being. defeated, but

A GREAT MISTAKE. 


He fancied it would be a long time indeed before 
the company could make that boast with anythiug 
like truth. (Hear.) They had assurances from the 
executive of the organisations he represented that 
the men on strike in Cork would be supported to the 
bitter end—(applause)— but at the sametime a city 
like Cork, with its trades well organised, and 
always famous for its generosity. in supporting 
tose who dezerved or required support, could 
come to the assistance of the men in the present 
straggle, and) thus make their position much 
stronger than itisatpresent. He had been reliably 
informed that the trades of Cork were willing to 
assist the men by every means in their power, and 
the late employés of the company would thus be 
able to tide over any length of time that the strike 
might last. (Hear, hear.) The matter was at 
present in the hands of the company. Ifthe latter 
desired to effect a settlement the men were ready 
to meet them at any time. What the company 
wanted the men and their leaders to do at present 
was to release them from 
THE DIFFICULTIES 


they had’ got into through their own fault, and 
which were becoming greater hour by hour. (Hear, 
hear.) They wanted the men to do that, but they 
did nos want them to ask anything in return. He 
regretfully admitted that the men had taken ill- 
aivised action in the commencement, but if they 
did they were suffering the penalty for havng 
done'so, and now it behoved the Trades Unionists 
of Oork'to “extend a helping hand and show their 
approval of the conduct of the men, and in con- 
clusion he appealed to them to render a helping 
hand to their brother workmen and to render them 
all the assictance they could. (Applause ) 

Mr, Jolley said that he would do all in his power 
to support the men in their present struggle, which 
was a stubborn and bitter fight of capital against 
labour, (Hear, hear.) 

Mr.0'Gorman(Carpe2nters) proposed the following 
resolution :—“ That this meeting fully approves of 
the. position taken. up by the National Union of 
Dock. Labourers and Seamen and Firemen’s Union 
in the present struggle with the City of Cork Steam 
Packet Company,.and that every assistance in our 
power shall be extended to them to bring it toa 
successful issue.” 

Mr.J. O'Connor, sec. Bakers’ Society, seconded 
the resolution, which was carried unanimously, and 
the proceedings terminated.

ENTHUSIASTIC MEETING, 


LOYAL TO THE UNION. 


STIRRING SPEECHES, 


As already reported briefly in SEAFARING, a 
meeting of seamen was held at Barry, Nov. 20. 
The following is a full report:—Mr. J. McHull 
(chairman of the Dockers’ Union) presided, and 
there were with him on the platform Mr. Thomas 
Davies (president of the Cardiff Trades Council), 
Mr. J. H. Wilson (general secretary of the Seamen’s 
and Firemen’s Union), Mr. Harry Orbell (Dockers’ 
Union), Mr. J. Garduer. Mr. R, Harrison, Mr. R. 
Wingfield, Mr. J. Johns (treasurer Seamen’s and 
Firemen’s Union), and others. 

The Chairman, in opening the meeting, referred 
to a movement which he said they must firmly 
face. If they stood firmly together they need 
never fear the threats of the Shipping Federation 
to break the back of the Seamen’s Union. (Cheers.) 

Mr. J. H. Wilson (who was received with cheers) 
said: Mr, Chairman and fellow-workers,—This is, 
as many of you are aware, my first visit to Barry 
Dock, and I am pleased to be among our members 
of the Union, and I am also very glad to find’so 
many members at Barry. We have heard a good 
deal within the past month of the 








SHIPOWNERS'’ FEDERATION. 
The shipowners have, in consequence of the 
seamen solidly combining themselves in a 


Union, decided to build up a gigantic federation. 
And they told the public when they were forming 
their federation that they had no intention of 
crushing the men’s Union. If the shipowners 
desire to form a federation to protect their interests 
in the same way that the seamen and firemen have 
done, I venture to say that no one would have had 
anything to say against them for doing so. I 
should not have comp'ained, nobody could possibly 
have complained, and every sensible man will agree 
with me when I say that it would be to the advan- 
tage of the workmen if the emp!oyers were banded 
together in a strong Union the same as the men 
ate. And [ will tell you why. If all the ship- 
owners were banded together they would have to 
act up to the rules of their Union, and they 
would have to pay certain regulated wages, and 
if one employer attempted to steal an advantage 
by paying less wages than the rules laid down, 
he would not get the support of the other em- 
ployers, and so you see that would act well all 
round, and the Seamen’s Union would not have to 
fight men who are always trying to pull down the 
wages. (Hear, hear.) Yon men have nothing to 
fear from a combination of employers so long as 
they organise themselves into a Union fora 
LEGITIMATE PURPOSE. 


(Applause.) The shipowners have told the 
public a thousand times within the last few 
months that they only want to protect them- 
selves and do not wish to interfere with the men’s 
Union. They simply wanted, so they said, to pro 
tect themselves from what they call the aggressive 
action of the workmen. It wili be my duty to-night, 
to review their conduct, and at the conclusion there 
will be a resolution moved for you to approve of or 
otherwise, as you think fit. (Applause.) The ship- 
owners in forming their federation have done a 
wise and proper thing, but when they com- 
mence to go outside the purposes for which 
they were united and break the solemn 
piedge which they gave to the public, then 
we seamen and firemen have a perfect right, I hold, 
to condemn them from one end of the country to 
the other. Let us see in what way the shipowners 
have broken their pledge. * As soon as ever their 
organisation was formed, they commenced talking 
about 
FREE LABOUR UNTONS. 


And they said they were doing it in the interest of 
the men. (A voice: They mean themselves; we don’t 
want their interest.) They say that they feel sorry 
because the British workman has not the liberty to 
do as he likes, the same as he coull three years 
ago. They say they feel sorry that the men 
are not allowed to work for any wages that they 
canearn. (Cries of “Oh!”’) And that the men 
are dictated to by Trades Unionism. Now that 
sounds very nice, and very loving, and very 
beautiful from a shipowner’s~ point of view. 
(Laughter.) But what right have the shipowners 
to claim to look after the interests cf the seamen 
and firemen? Have they looked after them 
in the past, before the men were formed into 
a strong Union? I will, if it is necessary, 
freshen up their memories a little as to the 











state of things which existed only three years 
ago, when Trades Unions wee weak, and when 
a Union seaman or fireman dare not proclaim 
his principles for fear of getting the sack. (Hear, 
hear.) I think after I have described. the ship- 
owners’ treatment of you over that you will have no 
difficulty in.deciging whether the masters or the 
Trades Unions are 
YOUR BEST FRIENDS. 


Three years ago, although the freights were much 
better than they are to-day, men were paid) as low 
as £3 10s. to £3 5s. a month in steamers out of the 
port in Cardiff, and other places. (A voice: Anda 
deal less.) Well, I won't exaggerate, I. wart 
to be under the figure rather than over it. In 
sailing ships the men would get £25s up to £2 15s. 
I heard a big shipowner in the North of England 
say only two weeks ago ona public platform that 
the shipowners were making piles of money three 
years ago. He said they were making a gocd 
deal to-day, but three years, ago they made it in 
piles. When they were making piles of money, did 
they ever come to you men and. increase your wages ? 
(Cries of “No, no.”) I remember going to somecf 
them and pleading for more woges forthe men. I 
used to plead in those days, but I don’t.to-day. 
(Hear, hear.) And. I asked how they thought a 
man could be expected to keep a wife and family 
on the wages they were getting. The reply I got 
was, ‘ We have nothing todo with the . 


MEN S WIVES 


and families. What do sailors want with getting 
married?” The men received £3 10s. a month, 
were taken on at Cardiff and paid off at Newcastle, 
and then they were put to the expense of about 
£2 to get back to their homes. How could a man 
be expected to keepa wife and home together? 
Yet those shipowners, who used to preach the 
doctrine of supply and demand to the men, and 
that they had no responsibility as far as the sea- 
men’s wives and families were concerned—they 
used to give « £200 note towards building « 
Salors’ Mission Room, in order to convert 
and purify the souls of you men, and at the 
same time these very men. were advocating 
a system which meant a doctrine of 


PROSTITUTION, 


and denying to you the right to take unto 
yourselves a wife and a home. (Applause.) 
That doctrine was preached in order that they 
might pile up their dirty ill-gotten gains. I 
appealed to those men sympathetically, but it had 
no impression on their minds or their souls, for 
they only worshipped one god and that god was the 
god of gold—the dearest god that ever the ship- 
owners had, After that treatment they are preach- 
ing to us that we ought to be conciliatory in our 
objects. They say we ought to be peaceable’ and 
meet them in conference. Why did not they be 
peaceable when we were weak and they were 
strong? Why did not they show us some of the 
conciliatory methods three years ago? (Cheers.) 
You men dared not be anythiay eise but conciin- 
tory then, because if you declared your elves 
Unionists you got immediately discharged from the 
vessel, That 
HUMBUGGING CANT 


won't go down with me, because I knew ship- 
owners before to-day. I have met them under ail 
conditions ; when the voice of the seamen ard fire- 
men. was weak, and also when they are strong as 
you are to-day. If we have a demand to muke 
now, I make that demand, and if they are not 
prepared to concede that demand, well, we are 
ready to fight. (Applause.) Another reas«n why 
we don’t believe the shipowners are studying our 
interests when they talk abont Free Latour Unions, 
is because we know something about their pis: 
dirty career. How many of your fellow shipmates 
have they sent to an 
UNTIMELY GRAVES 


by sending their steamers to sea overladen? How 
many of your old shipmates would have been with 
you to-day if it had not been for the greed ef the 
shipowners to amass a great fortune ina short time? 
Those men deliberately schemed and plaaned to 
buy up old ships, or to have ships so constructed— 
practically thrown together—that as soon as ever 
they got a cargo of iron-ore in them and the 
machinery full speed ahead, the rive's came 
out of them, and in addition to that they loaded 
them down to the hawse holes. Those men made 
that their business, and they were the men who 
were the prop-sticks of the Federation to-day. Aud 
what a fine lot of honest gentlemen they are to ask 
you to throw overboard the a:vantages that you 
have gained by yeur Trades Union, and to go back 
to them and say, “ You are the men who have bern 
protecting us all along, and you are the men whom 
we intend to trust in tke fature.” (Laughter.) 


But we don’t believe them—we never did believe 
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them, and I question whether you would find ten 
sailors and firemen who would believe them out of 
a hundred. (Applause.) They could get a few 


CRAWLERS AND LICKSPITTLES, 


who don’t like to pay their contributions or entrance 
fees to the Union. The rank and*file of the men 
from one end of the land to the other say they don’t 
intend to trust to the shipowners’ generosity, 
but rather, that they mean to trust to their 
own. (Cheers.) How long did you men 
trust to the generosity of the shipowners and 
the Board of Trade. The seamen and firemen used 
to look upon the Board of Trade as a great-grand- 
mother to look after them, but now the Union does 
that for you, and a good deal better. When the 
Union was first talked of, some of the men used to 
say, “ There is no need to juina Union, the Board of 
Trade does that for us, and they will look after our 
interests.” (Laughter.) And you trusted the Board 
of Trade until some of you found them out trying to 
influence the captains to keep the wages down. 
(Hear, hear.) And the 


GOVERNMENT OFFICERS, 


whom every one of you help to pay, were entirely 
at the service and disposal of the shipowners. 
That is the kind of men the sailors and firemen 
used to entrust with their interests. I hope 
we Have learned a wrinkle since then. We have 
found out that we can dispense with the Board of 
Trade and the shipping master and the kindness 
of the employer. Therefore I say it is much better 
for the men to trust to their own organisation than 
to trust toanything that may be thrown out by the 
masters with a view to injure the organisation of 
the men. Now, whilst they are preaching about 
your benefits and what they want to do for you, 
they seem to forget that you men have memories. 
Memories— 
BITTER MEMORIES 


of the past. But whilst they try to make you 
believe that they are championing your cause, 
they put a word in for themselves now and 
again, and the few words they put in ought to 
convince every sailor and fireman that it is not 
Jack that they are considering, but entirely a ques- 
tion of the shipowners. In the same breath that 
they are sorry for you they feel a go.d deal sorrier 
for themselves. (Hear, hear.) They say trade is 
bad, and that in consequence of the high wages they 
are paying, unless they get some relief they 
will be compelled to lay up their ships. 
Now what do they want to do? I will 
tell you. They want to found what they call 
Free Labour Unions—freedom for you to cut each 
other’s throats. - Three years ago there was not a 
sailor, but he was ready to 


UNDERSELL 


his fellow, because he was compelled to do so by the 
shipowners, through their not being banded together. 
'The shipowners want to get back to that state of 
affairs,ard they think if they can get a few thousands 
of you men to desert your Union and go in for free 
labour, that then they will be able to reduce the 
wages all :ound. If ever they can weaken the 
Union enough—aud I don’t think they can—they 
would make things worse for you than ever they 
were before. ‘That is what their Free Latour 
scheme means, and thit is what they call 
watching your interests. (Aplause.) But you 
are not going to allow them to get back to 
that state of things, One reason which vexes 
the shipowners, is that you men are not 
pxying the contributions to your Union. The ship- 
owners are paying them for you. That is the 


BITTEREST PILL 


of all. (Laughter.) Some of you may think 
that that is not correct, but 1 am going to show 
you that it is. ‘Ihiee years ago your wages 
were £3 10s. As soon »s your Union started 
and gota little strength you increa ed your wages to 
£4 1Us. and £4 |+s,and as high as £5. You are 
asked to yay Is. cd. a month to the Union, so that 
your contri u'ions are actually coming out of the 
peckets of the shipoweers from the increased 
money that yot have dragged from them by the 
force of your combination. (Cheers ) Your Union 
has increased the wages by 24 miliion pounts per 
aunem—a sum which you are receiving to-day 
more than you were three \ears ago. (Cheers) 
That is a substantial sum. The shipowners want 
to pet it back from you and they come with the old 
p'ea of the frcedom of contract. But 


WHAT DO THEY MEAN 


hy freedom? Is a man fiee who is compel’ei 
by starvation to work for apy wages which the em- 
ployers have a mind to pay? When a man is 
hua.ry, has a wife and children at home without 
food and tbe landlady pressing him for rent, he 
cannt stand out for a fair wage, and he is willing 


to accept work at any price which the greedy and 
unscrupulous employer thinks well to offer. But it 
is different when you have a strong combination at 
your back, because the Union is prepared to back 
you up to a man to get fair wages, and when you 
are ina strong Union you are not afraid of your 
shipmates 
CUTTING YOUR THROATS. 


The Union freedom is the most perfect freedom, and 
you men have never known what freedom is till now. 
More tyrannical employers there never were in this 
country than the shipowners. Why? Because 
they knew you men were weak and could not stand 
against their unfair and unjust treatment. They 
not only reduced your wages, but they starved you 
to shadows, and if I said they starved you to death 
I should not be telllng a falsehood. And they also 
tried to rob you of your salvage money, many of 
you by offering you 30s. when your just share was 
about £15. (A voice: That’s true.) And you men 
when you had no Union, you were unable to resist 
their robbery. And I can point you to respectable 
shipowners in Cardiff, Newport, and other places, 
who have not been above 


SWINDLING 


the men out of their salvage money. Yet 
they will tell you that they are going to 
watch your interests. We have had enough 
of it, and we are not going to have any more 
it. I Know what they are afraid of. They 
are not so much afraid of the wages they are 
paying you, that is only a small item in the account. 
But they are afraid of what you are going to do in 
the way of legislation. (Cheers.) They kicked up 
pretty lively when you brought in your Load- 
line Bill, through our president, Samuel Plimsoll. 
(Cheers.) It was one of the most reasonable pro- 
posals, I think, that was ever submitted to 
Parliament. When the recommecdations of the 
Royal Commission was submitted to Parliament 
we had a yell of indignation from one end 
of the land tothe other. The men who go to 


CHURCH ON SUNDAY, 


protested that it would interfere with the 
trade and commerce of the country. They 
were crying because they could not lose enough 
ships, and pile up he money in a short time, 
Many of them, who were poor men, in ten years 
time were rich because they had lost ships at 
sea. That respectable trade was carried on by 
some of the men who are the leading prop-sticks of 
the Shipping Federation. Then 13 millions worth 
of property was lost at sea in a year. That was 
enough to inju'e commerce. What the shipowners 
objected to, was that they were not allowed to 
make fortunes on the loss of ships and lives. But 
now that the Union has become a real force —a live 
Union — we have curtailed the profits in that 
direction to the benefit of our members. Many of 
you men owe your lives to-night to the Union, 
because we have prevented ships going out with too 
much cargo in them (A voice. There’s one in 
Barry Dock to - night overladen.) Aye, and you 
might find them in every dock in the country 
if we had enough men to watch them. Be- 
cause the Union has stoppei their little 
game they have formed the Federation, and, by 
means of 
SCABS, 


think they are going to break the back of 
the real Union. (App'ause; and a voice: “ Not 
while you are there.”) Let us see about the 
generority of the shipowners. Ever siuce I 
can remember what the sea was I have heard 
seamen and firemen complaining about the pro- 
visions. Men have been brought home after long 
voyages rotten with the scurvy. Blue-books had 
been prepared showing that the owners of these 
ships had bought theie stores from condemned 
naval stores, and victualled theiz vessels with 
rottea filth, and sent the men on long voyages. 
These returns have pressed it right home to the 
doors of these very shipowners. ‘his has all been 
brought home to them; and you remember the 
night when the Grand Uld Man, Samuel Plimsoll 
—(cheers)—shook his fist across the floor of the 
House and said, ** Yes” —when he was descriving the 
scu' vy—‘‘ there are men on that. ride of the house 
who have had dozens of men kro ght home rotten 


T through the 


ROTTEN PROV SIONS 


they put on board.” And you men from tl at 
time to the present have always _ protested 
against the way they have fed you. (Hear, hear ) 
You have seut petitions to Pailiament, and [ 
believe they went into the wastepaper basket 
You have asked the Boaid of Trade, and you have 
esked the shipowners. Have they improve dyour 
food? Have they done anythiog to make it better ? 
My opinion is that it is getting worse. (Ories of 





“You are right.”) You have made your appeal 





and they have done nothing for you ; and yet these 
are the men who are asking you to trust them 
How can we trust them? We are not going to 
trust them. We are going to frame our Bill ang 
tell Parliament this year or next year the same ag 
we told them over the Load Line Bill. “There jg 
our Bill, get it through Parliament as soon as you 
like, because if you don’t we will go down 
into your constituencies and 


LET THE WORKING MEN KNOW 


of your opposition, and turn you out at the 
next general election” —(cheers)—and I am 
more hopeful to-day than I was three years 
ago, because, Mr. Chairman, we have not got to 
depend on the votes of seamen and firemen, who 
are practically’ disfranchised, for, thanks to the 
progress of Trades Unionism, we have got the 
dockers behind us, and the working men in general 
who are organised. We shall have the voice of the 
working mea for our Bill, which will, of course, be 
a reasonable one. When the Load Line Bill was 
introduced it took 13 years to get it passed; but 
the second time we brought in an amendment we 
did it in three months. What was the difference? 
The first time it was the gallant effort of one man, 
and the second time it was the effort of the same 
Grand Old Man, backed up by at least 


200,000 TRADES UNIONISTS 


in this country. (Cheers.) Now, I a'so want 
to remind you how generous the employers 
have been in the way of providing you pri- 
vate accommodation. Is there any improve- 
ment of the accommodation on board a ship? 
(Cries of “No, no.”) The shipowners say there 
is, but I go aboard dozens of ships and I 
carefully note everything on b ard, and I fail to 
see where the difference is. It is worse, if any- 
thing. It is true that in some of the old colliers 
you could nct straighten your backs in the fo'castle, 
but you did not get the paint locker, and the oil 
store, and the w.c.’s next your bunks. (Laughter.) 
To-day they give you the smallest space possible, 
and give you 
BLOOD POISONING 
through putting the paint lockers at your 
heads. ‘they give you no ventilation except 
what comes in at the doorway, and more 
than that they are too mean to cover the 
iron overhead and on the sides of the ships, and 
many a man has lost his life or been made a per- 
manent cripple through the iron ‘ sweating” and 
damping his bed. (Applause.) Some of the owners 
should experiment and go for one voyage 
and I think they would come back wiser and 
better men. (Hear, hear.) Through the bad 
accommodation provided men had got attacks 
of congestion of the lungs, and perhaps daring 
the whole time they had had nothing more 
than a dose of salts administered to them. Scores 
of men 
LOST THEIR LIVES 


that way. The shipowner is responsible, and 
what is he éoing? Nothing at all. And 
they ask you men to trust to them. We are 
going to Parliament to enforce better accommoda- 
tion. (Applause.) Sailors are provided with 7 
cubic feet of space, and convicts in Her Majesty's 
prisons are allowed 375 cubic feet. We are going 
to Parliament, and if we cavnot get as much space 
provided, we think it a reasonable proposal to ask 
for half as much! (Cheers.) And we are going to 
have that space properly fitted up. We want the 
sailors and tiremen to live ina civilised way. We 
have had ecough of that state of barbarity, and we 
are gcing to 
AfK PARLIAMENT 
to legi:late in our favour, and depend upot 
it, if you stick to your Union and are loal, 
we shall have very little difficulty in getting 
our Bill passed. (Hear, hear.) In conclusion, 
1 want you to consider every word I have 
said to-night, and weigh it well in your minds. 
When you are ia your bunks or eating your 
cinner, think of your food and your surroundings, 
and then a-k yourself, “Is Mr. Wilson or the ship- 
owners right?” I believe that you will decide that 
Mr, 
WILSON 18 RIGHT, 


and that you are going to stick to the Union, 
and if you do that you will do more than 
merely pass a resolution, and you may never 
fear what the shipowners may do with their scab 
Uxions, for they will never divide you. (Cheers.) 
If you do that you never need fear all the money 
that the shipowneis can pile together. Ihe on 
thing you have got to fear is desertions from t 
ranks. I ask you to consider this over very 
fully every one of you, and make yourself feel t 
the success of the National Union of Seamen 
Firemen 
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DEPENDS UPON YOU, 


and act as if it depended on you alone. (Cheers.) 
Feel yourselves as if you were the general 
secretary, and that the management of it 
was in your hands, and make it the one 
resolve of your life that it is to better the lot of 
your fellow man. I would say to the Shipowners’ 
Federation, go on as you like, but don’t interfere with 
our Union, and don’t ask us to sail with the dirty 
filthy scabs that you are manufacturing. (Cheers.) 
We have a perfect right to say that we will not 
work with non-Union men. Because if we find 
men there not competent to do the work, it means 
that Union men have to do it for them But if 
Union men are not competent, we are responsible, 
and we will see to it. (Hear, hear.) But we are 
not going to do the work of the scabs that the 
shipowners put aboard their ships, in order to build 
up their 
BLACKLEG ARMY 


for the purpose of defeating your Union. (Loud 
cheers.) 

The Chairman then called upon 

Mr. Thomas Davies, who moved the following 
resolution :— 

“That this meeting of Trades Unionists, having 
heard the address of Mr. J. H. Wilson, hereby pro- 
tests against the action of the Shipowners’ Federa- 
tion in attempting to form so-called Free Labour 
Unions for the purpose of striking a blow at 
the bond fide working men’s organisations, and 
which, we know, is only for the purpose of enabling 
them to reduce the wages of the workers; we, 
pt pledge ourselves to boycott such Unions, 


STAND LOYALLY 


by the Trade Unions that have done so much for 
us in the past, and which are calculated to do 
so much for us in, the future.” 

He said the resolution must commend itself to 
every man who had any knowledge at all of the 
past. He was very much amused at the attempt of 
the employers to come forward to-day and ask the 
men for support. He asked the seamen to remain 
true to Trades Unionism, and if they did that they 
would find that the Trades Unionists on land were 
always their true friends. (Applause.) 

Mr. Wingfield (Riggers) seconded the resolution. 
He condemned the shuffling of the shipowners, and 
warned the men against trusting them. Let them 
all stick firmly by the real Union, the National 
Union. (Cheers.) The appeal of the Free Labour 
Unionists for help to the Cardiff Chamber of Com- 
merce had been met with a good answer when the 
members of the Trades Council said they would 


REFUSE TO SIT 


at the same table with the “ blacklegs.” (Cheers.) 
He had great pleasure in seconding the resolution. 
Mr. Harry Orbell (Dockers’ Union) supported the 
resolution, and said he looked upon the Shipowners 
Federation to be as much a danger and as big an 
enemy to them(the dockers) as it was to the seamen 
and firemen. They would only succeed by clinging 
together and treating any true Trade Unionist as a 
brother, and acting in a brotherly spirit to him, He 
attended their meeting in order that he might show 
by ag pomees amongst them that the dockers 
w e@ seamen and firemen to su 
as they had always en seep 


SUPPORTED THE DOCKERS, 


and he had much pleasure in supporting the resolu- 
tion. (Applause.) 

Mr. John Gardner also supported the resolution, 
and called attention to a case at Newport, where 
the magistrates regretted that there was no alter- 
native left them but to fine a “ respectable” ship- 
rege for overloading. He said if a Trade Unionist

{In the Divorce Division, Dec. 3, Mr. Justice 
Butt and a common jury had before them the case 
of Price v. Price and Walthew. The petition was 
that of the husband, a master mariner, for a divorce 
by reason of his wife's adultery with the 
co-respondent, an auctioneer’s clerk, against whom 
damages were claimed. Answers were filed deny- 
ing the charge, and there was a plea of condonation. 
The marriage took place on May 23,1887. Shortly 
afterwards the petitioner was compelled to go to 
sea, and.was away from July in that year till January, 
1889. The respondent first of all went to live with 
her sister at Higher Tranmere, and afterwards took 
a house in Hollybank-road. Wh2n the petitioner 
returned from his voyage he found that his 
wife had incurred debts amounting to £300. He 
had provided amply for her, and she had £200 
from him. Ie soon heard rumours that during his 
absence she had been seen about with the co- 
respondent, who was employed in an auctioneer's 
office. Ultimately he charged her with miscon- 
duct. She stoutly denied that anything had 





occurred, and the fact that inquiries were being 


made coming to the knowledge of the co-respondent, 
he wrote to Mr. Price emphat cally denying that 
there was any truth in the talk, and demanding an 
interview and the name of the persons who had 
maligned him. Familiarities had, however, then 
taken place, for in March, 1888, Walthew and Mrs. 
Price had stayed at an hotel near Llandudno for 
four or five days, passing as man and wife. Sub- 
sequently the respondent, further pressed by her 
husband as to her conduct during his absence, 
confessed to him that she had been unfaithful. He 
immediately left the house, and had not since been 
in her company. Shortly afterwards he left ona 
voyage, leaving instructions for his solicitor to 
institute inquiries. 

Thomas Price, the petitioner, was called, and 
bore out the opening statement of counsel. He 
gave an emphatic denial to the plea of condonation. 
In cross-examination he said he was obliged to 
leave his wife five weeks afterthe marriage to go to 
sea. He was away for a year and a half. He 
denied that after her confession he forgave her. 
He “ believed ” there was one child of the marriage, 
but he did not claim tke custody. 

For the defence, Mrs. Price said that her 
husband forgave and condoned her offence. She 
confessed, as she was told the co-respondent had 
done so. He kissed her when he left on a voyage 
last April, and said he would send for her. Ia 
cross-examination she said she never denied 
that she had done wrong. Although she was 
forgiven, she had since written to Price asking 
forgiveness. 

The jury found for the petitioner, and assessed 
the damages at £250. A decree nisi with costs was 
granted. 





BOARDING - MASTER FINED. — At the Cardiff 
Police Court, Lewis Honogardy, a retired boarding 
master, has been charged with illegally detaining a 
seaman’s bag. The prosecuting solicitor pointed 
out that in his estimation the case was an im- 
portant one, A German who had been wrecked 
had been paid off at Bristol, and came to Cardiff 
with the object of re-shipping. When he arrived 
at the Great Western Railway Station at Cardiff he 
was accosted by a runner of one Lewis Honogardy, 
a boarding master, who lived at 41, Bute-street, 
Cardiff. Hn route the runner demanded 3s. 6d. 
from the plaintiff, though he had carried his own 
bag. The German arrived at Honogardy’s at tea- 
time on Thursday last, and no sooner had he gone 
into the house than he was asked to pay 16s. in 
advance for a week’s board. He stayed until 
diuner-time on Tuesday, so that he spent five clear 
days in defendant’s house. The rate which was 
allowed in that Court was that which was charged 
in the Sailors’ Home, and althouzh there was no 
statutory or Board of Trade regulation in this 
respect, yet he thought that rate could only be 
regarded as a fair one. Defendant had thus over- 
charged his client, as he did not offer to return to 
him the money he had received in excess of his 
legal charges. The German, whose name was 
Wilhelm Rouan, sigaifed his intention of leaving 
the house, and asked that his bag should be given 
up to him; but this the defe.dant refused to do, 
saying that there was more money due to him. 
Now, the prosecutor would prove that he received 
no advances or clothes from the defendant, and 
consequently it was the defendant who was the 
debtor. The Bench inflicted a fine of £5 and the 
whole of the costs of the prosecution ; and further, 
to order the retu n of the bag and effects, and of 
the 3s. 6d, charged in excess. 1t may be adred that 
the Bench expressed their opin‘on that they con- 
sidered the case a had one, '

ASSAULTING A UNION OFfFiIcIAL—At the Pe- 
narth Police Couit, on Dec. 2, Jeremiah Lynch, 
boarding master, Barry Dock, was charged with 
assaulting William Birchill, an official of the 
National Amalgamated Seamen’s and Firemen’s 
Union, at Barry Dock, on the 25th ult.

Forty VESSELS Lost.—Halifax (N.S.), Dec. 4.— 
Telegrams received here report the loss of 40 
vessels, mostly schooners, off the coasts of the 
Maritime Provinces and the Island of St. Pierre 
and Miquelon as the result of a severe gale. Only 
12 lives are so far reported lost, and the number of 
fatalities attending the casualties to the shipping 
seems remarkably small.

a ie Oa ookey night the president of the 
Union, Mr. MGee, visited the men, and addressed 
them in an encouraging and. enthusiastic way, as 
did also Father Smith and others of the local 
clergy. It will now be a case of a real fight on 
Trades Union principles, The flatmen have decided 
not to eater Garston after to-morrow, anja regular 
blockade is to be set. The system of “ boycotting ” 
yessels is to be put in full operation. On Friday 
the first aliment, or strike money, is to be paid to 
the men, aud will not be less than 1(’s. per head. 
some of the men are to commence discharging a 
timber vessel in the river, which means work for 
afew and a matter of £40 or more. The vessel 
will not enter the Garston Docks. Other men are 
obtaining temporary employment, and the Union 
ofivials are under the impression that, shou'd the 
strike last for a long period, the amount which will 
have to be distributed will grow Jess and less per 
weck. The men marched through the village in 
procession yesterday, and seem to be much en- 
couraged by the turn affairs have taken, Next week 
Mr. M’Gee and other officials of the Union will 
address meetings of dockers in Liverpool on the 
subject, and will urge them to support the Garston 
men to the utmost of their ability. The joint 
committees of the Branches of the Union in 
Liverpool met on Tuesday night and passed a 
resolution to that effect.” 


HvLt Dockers.—A Hull correspondent, writing 
under date Dec. 3, says :—‘ A considerable amount 
of excitement was caused in Hull yesterday bya 
dispute which arose between the master of the 
steamship Barnesmore and the Dockers’ Unior. 
The captain of the vessel employed about eight 
hands to work on beard the steamer, etc,, whilst 
she was in the dry dock, and there was an under- 
standing, it is said, that they were to haul the 
steamer from the dry cock to the coal-hoist in the 
Albert Dock. ‘The men performed the latter work, 
but on arriving at the coal-hoist, a complaint was 
made. by a delegate of the Union to the effect that 
the men had no business to do such work, as it 
properly. belonged to the riggers. On the captain 
remonstrating, the delegate ordered the men who 
were Unionists ashore, and, in addition, the Dockers’ 
Union. requested the Dock Compiny’s men not to 
tip the coals on board the steamer This the men 
tefused to do, and a3 a consequence they were dis- 
charged by. the Dock Company. The difficulty 
between the captain ard the men whom he engaged 
having been smoothed over, it was expected that 
ths matter would b2seftled, but, as the Dock Com- 
pany de-lines to reinstate the men dischargid, the 
Vockers’ Union, itis reported, threatened to call all 
the Dock Company's men out om strike until the 
mn wire reinstated. It is understood that the 
affair has not yet been adjuste I.” 


Bogus Uxions. — Mr. Ben Tillett and Mr. 
Harry Orbill were the principa] speakers at a 
meeting of the members of the Dock, Wharf, 
Kiversi‘e, and General Labourers’ Union, held at 
the Colonial Hult, Cardiff, on Tuesday night, under 
the presidency of Councillor John Jenkins. Mr. 
Tillett’ denounced the free labour cry with much 
vehemence He said that what was so termed was 
labour bought by corruption and bribery, and wou'd 
be seen ia a short time to be a swindle. He 
eulogised Conciliation Boards, and referred to what 
had been accomplished by this meaas at Newport 
and Swansea and elsewhere, and said he trusted 
Curdiff employers and wo:kmen would yet see that 
it was to their mutual interest to be at peace with 
one another. He hopzd that all Trades Unionists 
Would keep themselves free of po itics, but would 
look after the interests of Uuionism at- local 
elections and County Council elections. Mr. Harry 
Orbell, ia: the conrse of his adress, said the 
Dockers’ Union had resolved that the demands of 
the dockers at Cardiff who were members were not 
ignored, for if the concessions were not allowed he 
Would counsel the Executive to sanction a strike, 
much as he abhorred a resort to such arbitrament.

VOTES FOR SEAMEN. 


A measure of the most vital importance 
to seafaring folk and their friend: has just 
been read a first tine in the House 
of Commons. The messure is described 
as “a Bill to enable master rearinera, 





engineers, seamen, and fishermen to v.te 
in the election of members of P; riiament 
in the same way as Masters of Arts do 
now in Parliamentary elections for the 
Universities.” If this is a correct dc scription 
of the Bill—which we have not yet seen, 
as it has not been issued to the ; ub'ie— 
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it must be hailed as a most. valuable and 
welcome proposal, especially by Szaraurxe, 
seeing that this journal was the first to 
call public attention to the necessity 
of such legislation, and it was with us, we 
believe, that the proposal originated to 
adopt the Universities’ plan of enabling 
absentees to vote.. When we have had 
an opportunity of seeing the Bill, we 
may have more to say about it. Mean- 
while, assuming that the description of it 
above quoted is correct, it must be regarded 
as a measure of the first importance to the 
whole seafaring class, whose thanks are due 
to Mr. Atkinson, M.P. for Boston—Con- 
servative and shipowner though he be —for 
introducing the Bill as he has done. 
Whether the Bill will pass is a question 
that largely depends upon the seafar- 
ing class itself, for if that class should 
show that it is alive to the importance 
of such a measure, the prospects of the Bill 
becoming law will be. greatly increased, 
and the way to ensure this is by public 
meetings and deputations to members of 
Parliament. But as seamen at present 
generally have no yotes, the majority of 
members of Parliament will not pay much 
attention to such agitation, unless other 
working men who do-have votes take part 
init. The first thing, therefore, to be done 
is to enlist the aid of the working men who 
do have votes. That, indeed, has been so 
far done that the proposed legislation is 
a part of the programme of the Parlia- 
mentary Committee of the Trades Union 
Congress; but what we mean is, that other 
working men who have votes must be induced 
to take part in the proposed public meetings 
and deputations to members of Parliament. 
Thanks to the spirit of brotherhood which 
happily exists so largely among organised 
toilers, the various Branches of the Sea- 
men’s Union should not have much difficulty 
about this. At the time when, in the pre- 
face to the first number of this journal, we 
called attention to the claims of seamen to 
the franchise, the seafaring class were not 
generally so keen about the matter as we, 
and it was some months ere the Union 
adopted this as a plank in its platform, 
but, thanks to the Union, seamen gener- 
ally are no longer so apathetic, and now 
fully understand that they can never hope 
for equal justice with other working men 
until they have votes to give or withhold at 
the election of M.P.’s. 


A NEW Seamen’s Institute, raised by the munifi- 
cence of a lady who desires anonymity, and who 
acted in response to an appeal made by the Duke of 
Edinburgh, has been opened at Maryport. The 
establishment is one of the finest of the kind in the 
kingdom. It will be conducted in accordance with 
the tenets of the Church of England. 


A TERRIBLE disaster is announced from Nord- 
land, A fierce south-easterly gale, accompanied by 
intense cold, has prevailed since the 2ist ult., off 
the coast, and an immense number of fishing 
smacks and boats took refuge in the Ofoten Fjord, 
a large inlet north of the Arctic Circle, opposite the 
well-known Lofoten Islands. The fjord is, how- 
ever, comparatively open to the south-east, though 
sheltered from the other points of the compass, and 
the wind yesterday, Tuesday, and Wednesday 
increased to hurricane force. One hundred and 
eight of the smacks were compelled to cutaway 
their rigging, and 70 were driven achore and 
battered tu pieces on the rocks. A large number of 
the smaller t oats were also totally wrecked. The 
losses are numerous, being estimated at a million 
kroner. The loss of Jife is not stated, but numbers 
of bodies are said to have been washed ashore, and 
it is feared that several hundred persons have 
perished. Owing to the furious storm, telegraphic 
connection with the scene of disaster is partially 
interrupted. A steamer has been dispatched to the 
Ofoten Fjord to convey assistance and bring back 
sick andinjured. (Christiavia, Noy. 28.) 


NAUTICAL NEWS. 





Tn Channel Squadron will be detained at Ports- 
mouth until after Christmas owing to defects in 
some of the vessels, 


THE suppression of the light, pilotage, and quay 
dues at Antwerp has been recommended by a Royal 
Commission which has been considering the sub- 
ject. 


A VIOLENT gale is reported in the Mediterranean, 
raging chiefly on the coast of Corsica, A wreck 
with the loss of three lives is stated to have oc- 
curred at Punta d’Arco. 


At Cardiff a boarding master has been charged 
with unlawfully harbouring three Swedish sailors 
who were deserters from the Norwegian brigantine 
Kequbren. A fine of £5 and costs was inflicted. 


So rapidly has the iron hand of winter grasped 
St. Petersburg that a few vessels, says a correspon- 
dent, were caught by the ice and will be held in- 
voluntary prisoners during the next few months. 


A TELEGRAM from Ramsey, IM (Dec. 1), states: 
—A severe gale has prevailed in Ramsey Bay since 
noon to-day. Several large steamers and coasting 
vessels took shelter about three miles from the 
shore. 


A BOARD OF TRADE inquiry into the collisicn 
between the torpedo storeship Hecla and the 
steamer /uirfield, by which the latter was seriously 
damaged, declares that the Hecla was responsible 
for the collision. 


At Llanelly Police Court on Dec. 1, Captain 
Walker, of the steamship Cairngorm, was charged 
by the Board of Trade with so overloading a vessel 
as to rubmerge the disc at Swansea, on Nov. 5. 
Fiocd £10 and the costs, £3°-7s. 6d. 


THE well-known Hamburg pilot Dreyer is 
reported to have committed. suicide by drowning 
himself. The reason assigned for the actis that a 
large steamer of which he was in charge recently 
ren ashore near Freiburg, owing to a mistake on 
his part. 


DuxinG November there have teen launched at 
Sunderland eight vessels, aggregating a gross ton- 
nage of 17,268, the average being over two thou- 


sand. This brings the work cf the year thus far up 
to pinety-one vessels of a oss tonnage of over 
184,000. 


Mr. JAMES KING, of Messrs. Harland & Wolff, 
Beifast, has been appointed senior surveyor in Glas- 
gow to the British Corporation for the Survey and 
Registry of Shipping. Mr. King was formerly con- 
nected with Karle’s Shipbuilding & Engineering 
Company, Hull, 


THE Board of Trade have awarded a binocular 
glass to Mr. P. Nordfeldt, master of the Swedish 
ship Hawkesbury, of Helsingborg, in recognition of 
his kindness and humanity tothe shipwrecked crew 
of the barque Mary, of Montrose, whom he picked 
up at sca on the 14th inst. 


THE following is an extract from the report of 
the barquentine JMedec, dated Taku, Oct. 8:— 
“Arrived after 72 days’ passage; experienced 
typhoon 309 miles off the Louchu Islands. There 
were two big steamers and a man-of-war lost with 
ali hands except one. ‘Lhe Mvdoe lost some sails. 


AT Bristol a French sailor named Arlea Augusta 
has been committed for trial at the assizes on a 
charge of stabbing the boatswain of the water- 
logged barque Charger, of Belfast. Both men be- 
longed to the shipwrecked crew, and the offence 
wa3 committed at the Sailors’ Home subsequent to 
a drinking bout. 


At the West Ham Police Court, on Saturday, 
James M‘Innes, 26, a steward on board the steamer 
City of Bombay, \ying in the Royal Albert Docks, 
was charged with carrying and conveying 6 Ibs. of 
cigars, and with concealing on board the City of 
Bombay a further 6 lbs., the whole of the tingle 
value and duty of £9. Fined double value and 
duty, £18, or two months’ imprisonmert. The fine 
was paid. 


WITH regard to the loss of H.M.S. Serpent a 
startling statement has been made by a passenger 
on board the steamer Oruba. He says:—‘*On 
Monday, Nov. 10, we spoke Her Majesty’s ship 
Serpent. She was disabled, but on our inquiring 
whether they wanted any help they signalled back 
‘No’ We have tince learned that she is a total

We are working on a prin- 
ciple of self-government, he said, and any mem- 
ber has a perfect right to come and be shown 
the position of the Union. We are not in the posi- 
tion of our friends the Boarding-masters’ Union, 
who show a balance on the wrong side, but we 
have, after paying all expenditure, a good balance 
left and also a good banking account. We are 
based on true and just principles, and we challenge 
any one to come and inspect our books. There is 
no one knows better the position we are in to-day 
than those present to-night. We hear to-day great 
talk about this gigantic affair, as they call it, the 
Shipping Federation, who talk about what they are 
going to do for the interest of the seaman, but he 
(Mr. Gardner) could candidly say that he had done 
more for the good of the seaman than those 
who call themselves shipowners. He had 
been in conversation with one of these gentlemen 
that day who had to borrow money from a money- 
lenderin Swansea to enable him to fit out one of 
these coffin ships and send her to sea, and then 
when the time came to repay the Joan, this 
respectable shipowner was praying to God for days 
that this vessel which he had sent to sea woul 
never return—(cries of shame)—troubling nothiog 
about the Jives that would be lost. This vessel 
went down and all hands, and the rext day her 
owner went to the money-lender and told him that 
the vessel had gone, thank God. and he should be 
able to pay him back what be had borrowed, besides 
making thousands of pounds over. And this is 
the class of men who are asking you to give up 
your Union and rob you of the freedom which you 
have now! They say they bave thrown us 
over, Lut the day m:y come when they may fiud 
that we will throw thei over. We will sail vessels 
across the Atlantic ourselves, and that they know, 
and it is for that reason that they have not carried 
out their threat of laying up their vessels. We 
have the honest shipowners with us, and why? 
Because they think of the property they own. But 
they have found out that the seaman of this country 
is as good a Trade Unionist as any one ashore, and 
if they intend to tight us we are quite prepared to 
fight them. It was the National Union which got 
the adv: nce of wages, and not the shipowner. They 
seek to drive us ta_k to the same position as we 
were in years gone bv, It is their intent, if they 
are allowed, to drive the thin edge of the wedge into 
breed discontent in our Union. He therefore urged 
upon ail members to shun the Shipping Federation 
offices as they would a viper, and stand true to 
their Union, which has done so much for them in 
the pa:t, and will in the future. After further dis- 
cussion the meeting clesed.

This is the 
time when whalers should think over the matter of 
reques:ing oil and skin money—the same to each 
according to his rating. In the meantime, all 
A.B.’s,in whatever capacity, as long as they do not 
hold Board of Trade certificates and using them, 
shall have the same per month ; and that, with the 
exception of O.S, ani boys, or landsmen, stewards, 
cooks, carpenters, coopers, and fire men, shall be all 
Union men, but different rates of wages. The rate 
of wages suggested was unanimously carried. An 
amendment was tabled for 10s. less per month 
than the motion named, but found no supporters. 
There cannot be any doubt as to its reasonablene-s, 
ang a final settlement is expected t6 take place at 
the first meeting in January, by which time they 
expect to have the suggestions of their colleagues 
in Dundee. I am not ina position to name the 
amount; sufficient for me to say that the £2 to 
£2 10s, per month is a thing of the past in Peter- 
head, if the members keep true and “pull 
together.”
